I have  pleasure  in  prese:'ii;inj  ro^r  20th  Annual  Eeport 
dealing  vdth  tlxe  health  anu,  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough 
of  T-Trexhain,  for  the  ;;ear  1942. 

Ovring  to  tt.a  intei'ests  of  ;..a,tional  security,  certain 
statistical  inforr:ation  has  to  he  omitted.  There  has  heen  a 
verj’'  slight  decrease  in  the  population. 

It  will  he  noticed  that  the  irnnher  of  cases  of  notifialfiLe 
infectious  diseases  umder  all  the  suh-headings,  is  much  less  tl.en. 
it  was  in  the  previotis  year,  and  there  has  also  heen  a reduction 
in  the  nuraher  of  deaths  from  notifiable  diseases.  The  chief 
infectious  disease  causing  deaths  is.  Pneuxaonia.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  there  has  heen  a very  marhed  diminution  in  the  numher 
of  cases  of  Cerehro-Spinal  fever,  and  it  does  appear  that  the  epidemic 
vdiich  has  heen  prevalent  throug.hou.t  the  country  clux’ing  the  last 
three  years,  is  shuvinr  definite  signs  of  cessation  as  far  as  our 
ai'ea  is  coiace.rned.  The  numher  of  coses  of  Diphtheria  is  very  much 
less  than  it  v/as  in  the  previous  years  and  this  is  co-incident 
with  a campaign  of  immunisations  vdiich  was  put  into  force  during 
the  last  three  months  hut  whidr  v/as  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

In  the  3'ear  1941 » 42?  children  were  immunised  hut  dui-irg 
the  jT-ear  1942,  this  figure  \7as  i.::crcased  to  1,4^9  of  v/hich  1,027 
were  school  children,  and  in  addition  to  this,  over  700  school 
children  did  not  corriplete  their  course  of  imir.ujeisation  during  the 
3''ear,  hut  most  of  these  v'oro  dealt  vdth  in  the  early  v/eelcs  of  1343» 

Vhen  this  caxipaign  comuencedj  w'e  immunised  the  children 
at  the  Clinic,  and  on  one  occasion  an  mtvny  as  217  children  attencTcd 
with  their  parents  at  1 Grosvenor  1-toa.d,  on  one  Saturday  morning,  and 
it  was  then  decided  to  go  rouaid  cl.e  schools  as  liad  heen  done  in  the 
past,  and  tlms  relieve  the  work  in  the  Clinic. 

One  of  the  chief  events  of  the-  year,  vras  the  opening  of 
a second  British  P.estaurant  in  Spring  Lodg's  and  arrangements  arc  now 
Being  made  for  the  opening  of  a third  one  in  the  centre  of  the  tov.a 
in  Tov/n  Hill. 

In  reference  to  nutrition,  arrangement s were  heixig  made  at 
fn-e  end  of  the;  year  for  a.  scheme  of  feeding  o.':  the  school  children  at 
the  school  canteen,  and  in  the  inCividiial  schools.  This  schnne  vras 
put  into  force  in  1943  in  its  completed  form,  will  incluf.e 
certain  of  the  coiuity  eleraentai-y  anl  secondary  schools  situated  within 
easy  distance  for  the-  transport  of  the  food  to  the  Schools  frora  the 
Cgntral  kitchen  at  wnitegate.  One  must  appreciate  the  iruportcxnce  of 
this  co-operation  hetv/een  tv.u  authorities.  This  has  not  alwa.ys 
occurred  in  the  past,  and  one  must  acknowledge  that  a successful 
i^clministration  in  Public  Health  uhonld  not  he  influenced  by  any 
limitations  of  frontier. 

In  my  last  report,  I rof erred  to  the  opening  of  the  first 
17ar  Time  >ftj.rsery  in  the  Borou!<gh  at  Ahhotsfiold,  and  it  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  rhis  Ins  been  a sue-' esr-.  and  tint  it  iias  heen  fouird 
necessary  for  a new  unit  to  he  constiucted  in  Holt  Hoad  in  the  im-Ociate 
vicinity  of  t\-o  large  honrsing  esta'i^os. 

There  have  been  no  efranjes  in  the  Staff  during  the  year.
